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BOSARGE LINEAGE 


There is presented here a very limited and incomplete version of 
the Bosarge family in the Gulf Coast areas, All of the information 
presented was obtained from many, many bits and pieces supplied to me 
by Mrs. Edress Murray of Mobile, Alabama. I am most grateful for all 
of the help and assistance that she has given to me. 


My interest in setting in print this very limited lineage wae the 
fact of my ancestor = Ursule Bosarge - the wife of George Cassibry; the 
very many stories regarding Choctaw blood lines; and to make a start 
in the long and time consuming process of compiling an accurate line- 
age of a family. I just hope that those of the Bosarge lineage who 
do read this document will send me more accurate and documented infor- 
mation with which to expand the Bosarge lineage, or to begin to com- 
pile their own records for posterity. 


The name BOSARGE is most difficult to trace because of many factors, 
We know and acknowledge that some of our ancestors were literate, but 
we also must acknowledge that some were not; we also recognize that in 
the settling of this area, three (3) Bosarge families were involved 
and in many, many instances, the names of their descendants were simi= 
lar if not identical; that intermarriages further confused the records; 
we also find many variations in the spelling of the Mame; traveling 
priests and census takers ~- Spanish, French and English = often re- 
corded dates, times and places after the actual happening had taken 
place; they mis-spelled names or spelled them ehalet aaa, and lastly 
records were lost or destroyed and later compiled from memory. 


In searching the records, the name BOSARGE is .spelled:” Bosarge; 
Bozars; Bosage; Bochas; Bousage; Boussage; Baussage; Bouzaze; Bosafe; 
Bouzaise; Boussarge and Bouraye. I am also sure that I have not found 
all of the variations and spellings of the name BOSARGE, 


The first BOSARGE of record that I have loacted in this area is 
JOSEPH B. “BAPTISTE” BOSARGE, reputed to be the first permanent set- 
tler of ot bg Le Batre, Alabama. He first appeared in the: Biloxi, 
Mississippi area, living on Deer Island. I have found no record to in< 
dicate’ his parents or other members of his family; he is: believed to 
have been born circa 1740; died circa 1791 and buried in Little River 
Cemetery, Bayou Le Batre, He is variously listed as Joseph B, Bosarge; 
Juan Bastista Bosage; Juan Bastiste Bosage; Juan Bautista Bosage} 
Joseph Baussage and Joseph Bousage, 


Legend has it that he was married in 1763 to a Louisa Baudreau or 
Vudro, daughter of John Baptiste Baudreau de la Graveline, a trusted 
lieutenant of Bienville. However, records at the Cathedral in Mobile, 
Alabama show that a visiting priest to the Biloxi community blessed 
the marriage in 1763 of a Joseph B, Bosage to Mary Louise Carcau who 
was also known as Maria Louisa Carco and Maria Carcau, Certainly I 
would not care to argue with “legend”, but I am inclined to believe the 
written record of the Church and to assign this as another error in the 
spelling of the name of his wife. 


Sometime after 1768, Joseph left Biloxi and moved to Mobile, He 
appears of record in Mobile in 1770 when he purchased a home from John 
Favre and again later when he sold this same home in 1773 to a Lewis 
Maroteaux., It is also believed that he left Mobile shortly thereafter 
and settled in the Bayou Le Batre area, In 1786 he filed his petition 
for 40 arpents of land on the West side of Bayou Le Batre with Miro in 
Mobile and his petition was granted on November 7, 1786, This was the 
same land that had been previously granted to a Barthelemy Grelot and 
said land had been relinquished prior to 1786 by Barthelemy Grelot, 
Both Grelot and Bosarge were well known to each other, Barthelemy 
Grelot's name appears in the Nicaise lineage of Basalice Saucier Cas- 
sibry Lassabe - mother of George Cassibry. Barthelemy Grelot and his 
descendants are distantly related to both the Bosarge and Cassibry 
families, In 1793, after the death of Joseph B. Bosarge, his widow, 
Louise Zosarge, again petitioned to have the boundaries of the Bosarge 
Claim re-established because of the encroachment of one of her neigh= 
bors and her petition was granted.

On February 27, 1762 Catherine Vinconnau, widow of Jean Baptiste Baudrau 
nd Francois Mazurier, her son-in-law, petitioned Mr. de Rochemore, Knight, 
ommissioner General of the Marine, Itenant of the Province of Louisiana, 
or a permit for the sale of six pieces of ground on St. Ursule Street 
n New Orleans. This was the beginning of a lengthy legal procedure. 

By April 3, 1762, the property had been sold. In two days, a permit 
as granted to convene a meeting of. family and friends in order to appoint 

Tutor for the two minors. Six friends of the family and the members of 
he family met before the officials in the case on April 7. Sieur Mazurier 
as appointed as Tutor and Sieur Jean Baptiste Baudrau as under-tutor. 

The following day Claude and Catherine Louise, the minors, petitioned 
x. de Rochemore for their emancipation and asked that a meeting of rela- 
ives and family friends be called for their advice. At that time, Claude 
as twenty-four years seven months old and Catherine Louise was twenty 
ears three months. : . 

So, again the family friends and relatives gathered officially to ex- 
ress their opinions on the issue. They decided that Claude and Catherine 
ouise were capable of managing their own affairs. But, they elected 
he elder brother, Jean Baptiste, as Curator to give them assistance. 

On April 19, 1762, Rochemore signed the emancipation order of the 
inors for the enjoyment of their movable property. 4 

Shortly after the flurry of legal activity, on June 5, 1762, Louise 
atherine Baudrau married Joseph Bouzage. According to their marriage 
ecord, which they both signed, Joseph was noted as a native of Poitiers, 
rance, the son of Jean Baptiste Bouzage and Marie Jeanne Touche .19 He 
as born about 1726.71 . 

The couple lived in various places along the Guif Coast during their 
irst years of marriage... In one of the first years a daughter, Marie 
uphrosine, was born. Some time later on Deer Island, off the Biloxi 
oast, a son, Jean Baptiste, was born on May 31, 1766. Other children 
ere Genevieve, Marianne and Cathalina. 
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It seems that Joseph's first property was purchased in Mobile in 
1770. Then in 1786, he received a land grant a month after he petitionec 
Governor Miro for a "piece of land situated on Bayou Battree."" That made 
him one of the first permanent settlers in Bayou La Batre. Another prom: 
nent citizen, Bartholemy Grelot, had et on the land some years earlier, 
but had moved to Bay St. Louis in 1784.2 Both of these men, who were 
friends some two hundred years ago, are both ancestors of mine through 
several lines. 

Joseph Bouzage and his wife, Louise Catherine, were the parents of 
seven children, as noted in the land grant petition. Baptismal records 
for Five children are in the Archives of the Diocese of Mobile. In addi 
tion to the five listed above; there is Margarita Maria.

Margarita Maria Bouzage married Bartholomy Grelot, 
positive proof, just circumstantial, that she was the daughter of Joseph 
and Louise Catherine. No baptismal record exists in the archives of 
New Orleans and Mobile. But, I feel that she is one of their children, 
first, because of her age. Then, too, I have not found another Bouzage 
family in the area at that time. Another strong factor is the baptismal 
record of Margarita's first son, Joseph. Jean Baptiste Bouzage and Mar- 
ianna Bouzage were the godparents. These would seem to be Margarita's 
brother and sister.

Euphrosine married Cornelius McCurtin, a widower, who had acquired consi 


- erable land holdings. When he died, Marie Euphrosine was the only heir. 


She later married Diego McVoy. Her sister, Genevieve, married Guillermc 
Fisher, while another sister, Cathalina, married Andres Fournier. 

The Bouzage children who would play important roles in my ancestry 
are Jean Baptiste and Margarita Maria. Jean Baptiste married Marie Car- 
‘quot on January 11, 1796. She was the daughter of Nicholas Carquot and 
Catherine Ladner, born on Deer Island in 1775. They would be the parent 
of six sons: Jean Baptiste, Joseph, Eugene, Sidonio, Joseph Luma and 
Victor Francis. i 

Jean Baptiste was living at his residence on the headwaters ts Bayot 


d'eau Douce in Mobile County when he died in the summer of 1837.

The sixth son, Eugene, my great, great, great grandfather married a 
native Biloxian, Rose Galixta Ladner, about 1820. Their marriage was 
validated in the Catholic Church on February 8, 1836. Rose was exactly 
one month older than Eugene and, without a doubt, he did not let her for- 
get that fact. She was the daughter of Joseph Ladner and Rosalie Fayard 
and was baptized on June 2, 1803. Her paternal grandparents were Nicholas 
Ladner and Mariana Paquet, progenitors of many of the Gulf Coast Ladner 
families, Her maternal grandparents were Jean Baptiste Fayard and Angel- 
ique Ladner. 

During the 1840's, Eugene and Rose moved to Mississippi. To my knowl - 
edge all but one of their fourteen children were born in Bayou La Batre. 
The fourteenth child, Corrine, was born on Cat Island in 1843. After 
Corrine's birth, the couple settled in the St. Martin area of Jackson , 
County. The other children born to Eugene and Rose were: John Baptiste 
Eugene , Edward, Elizabeth, Maria Delphine, Matilda, Louise Marthe, Charles 
Victor, Bazille, Henry, Adeline, Eugene, Pauline and Adelle. 

Of these children, Eugene Bosarge, called Jules, my great, great 
grandfather was born about 1840, according to the census. He and Jane 
Bennett lived in the St. Martin area most of their married lives. Their 
first three children, John Eugene, Emma and Elena, were born on Cat Is- 
land. Armond, Julius, and Octave were born in Jackson County. The — 
oldest, John Eugene, fell into a coal kiln at Slidell, Louisiana when 
he was twenty-five years old and died after several days; leaving a wife, 
Lsabelle Garlotte (Grelot) and a small son, John Eugene Bosarge. This 
John Eugene married Charlotte Fountain. Their daughter, Ovadia Bosarge 
Gollotte, is my mothes<"" 

Spellings of the name were various on the records through the years, 
Bouzage, Bozage, Beausage, Bausage and Bosage. And thus, the same Bosarge 
evolved from the early Bouzage.

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SYDOINE (SIDOINE) BOUZAGE 


Sydoine was the son of Marie Carquot and Jean Baptiste Bouzage. He 
obtained a license to marry Emelie Fournier, daughter of Catherine Bouzage 
and Andre Fournier, on 27 February 1829 at the Mobile County Courthouse in 
Mobile, Alabama. (Bk. 2, page 73) Sydoine (pronounced Seed-wine) and 
Emelie lived in Bayou La Batre in their early married years, later residing 
on Dauphin Island. 


It is ironic that over one hundred years before Sydoine and Emelie 
lived on Dauphin Island, their great-great grandfather, Jean Baptiste 
Baudreau dit Graveline, also lived on the island for a time. 


There is a baptismal record for Carmelite, daughter of Sydoine and 
Emelie at the Archives of the Mobile Archdiocese (Bapt. Reds., Bk #1828- 
1846, page 41), but this is the only child with a baptismal record. Thus, 
the census must be relied on for family members. 


In the 1850 Mobile County census, six children are listed with the 
couple: Francis 21, Carmelite 16, Louisa 14, Mary 12, Pierre 8 and Adelle 
2, This is the only time that the name Francis appears in any record that 
can be found. 


Carmelite and Pierre are listed in the 1860 Mobile County census. Ther: 
are no marriage records for them. Pierre was in the Civil War, and it is 
possible that he was killed during that tragic time.+ In that same census, 
Adelle is shown living in the household of Louisa and Emanuel. 


On 13 November 1844 Sydoine and his wife, Emelie, sold his share of 
land in the Louisa Bouzage tract to his brother Joseph Bouzage. No further 
description of the property is given in the transaction. (Deed Bk. 11 OS, 
pages 273-274, Mobile County Probate Court) 


Sydoine was an oysterman and fisherman, and at fifty years old he was 
still oystering. 


Louisa married Emanuel Ladner in 1853; Mary (Marie) married Alfred 
Williams in 1854; and Adelle married Nathaniel Raley in 1867-69. 


Emelie Fournier Bouzage died between 1850 and 1852. Their youngest 
child was only two or three years old at the time; thus, Sydoine remarried 
soon after his loss. He married Marie Parker Galloway on 8 November 1852, 
obtaining their license at the Mobile County Courthouse with Sifroy Grelot 
signing the bond. (Bk. 12, page 49) 


Marie had three daughters by Galloway her first husband: Tabitha 
married Eugene "Suree" Bosarge; Elizabeth married Peter Sprinkle; and Jane 
married Henry Dismuke. Jane and Henry's daughter Sarah married Rodney 
Bosarge.

According to David Sprinkle, many old timers on Dauphin Island say that 
there was another child of Emelie and Sydoine who was named Civerene. This 
cannot be documented. 


Another name associated with the family of Sydoine is "Cadine." One 
undocumented list shows Cadine as the same person as Sydoine, while another 
such list shows Cadine as a child of Sydoine. 


In the MISSISSIPPI PRESS REGISTER dated 25 March 1984, an interview of 
1977 was reprinted. It is an interesting article, but the identity of Cadine 
Bosarge is still a mystery. 


Willie Waters of Horn Island was interviewed in 1977. 
He recalled that a "man by the name of Bosarge 
(Cadine, he thinks) had cattle on the island and 
made a deal with grandfather to care for the animals. 
Grandpa got every fourth calf to care for the cattle. 
He finally bought the entire herd - - about 800 
cattle." His grandpa was born on Dauphin Island. 


It is not known when Sydoine died. He is not shown in the 1870 census. 
Most likely his last years were spent on Dauphin Island. Sydoine was a man 
who had to have loved the water. His hard, tiring work was on the water, 
and he lived surrounded by beautiful waters. One hundred and forty years 
ago the tranquility of Dauphin Island must have been undoubtedly breath- 
taking.

of a few hundred feet, the tree trunks 
appeared to converge into a gray- 
black wall of darkness. It was a lonely 
place. In the eye of the mind, one can 
see and understand how the Indians 
could run silently for miles through 
the unobstructed forest because there 
were no thickets. 

The Indians cleared these pine 
forests by heaping wood at the base 
of trees and burning the trunk com- 
pletely through. In these clearings the 
Indians planted their corn, squash, 
beans and other crops. Along the 
river, Indians selected sites that were 
not flooded or infrequently flooded. 
Here, they built temporarily camps 
for seasonal use or permanent settle- 
ments where they fished. Many of 
these places of habitation can be 
readily recognized by the great 
deposits of clam and oyster shells. 
The early French colonists also util- 
ized many of these cleared and aban- 
doned sites for establishing their 
homes. During the 1800's, intensive 
lumber harvesting decimated most of 
the extensive primeval pine forests so 
that the vegetation which covers 
southern Mississippi today, has little 
resemblance to that of by-gone days. 
The plant species which characterize 


the area, however, are still present in. 


abundance, but not in the unspoiled 
splendor of the past. 


Spanish moss, an epiphytic flower- 
ing plant that obtains its nutrients 
from airborne organic particles, hangs 
from the branches of the live oak in 
long flowing strands in the Martin 
Bluff area. Tidal marshes spread 
eastward, northward and southward 
in the lower Pascagoula River. These 
marshes are composed of grasses, 
sedges and rushes, and an abundance 
of wild rice are found here. North 
ward, the tidal marshes grade into 
swamp composed of cypress, black 
gum, other trees and wild azalea. 
Stumps of cypress trees 10 to 12 feet 
in diameter have been found. West- 
ward, from the mouth of the ‘Singing 
River’, is found the only natural san- 
dy beach on the mainland of 
Mississippi. This area of sandy dunes 
is called Belle Fontaine. Here “sea 
oats”, cedar, live oak and the shrub, 
rosemary, form the major com- 
ponents of the vegetation. 


| have been told that there is a 
special grove of oaks near the “Sing- 
ing River” and if one goes there and 
stands in a certain place, you can 
hear ever so faintly, the echoes and 
reechos of many voices from the 
past. They call out, but nobody has 
yet been able to distinguish the 
words, so that we don’t know what 
they are trying to tell us.

In the Name of “God Almighty and of the ever 
Immaculate Virgin Mary, his Mother in holiness without 
original sin, Amen. 
Be it known by this testament and last will that Ty 
Cornelius McCurtin, a native of Ireland, legitimate 
son of Cornelius McCurtin and of Onore Hecha, deceased. 
An inhabitant of the town of Mobile being in perfect 
health, of sound memory, and unimpaired understanding, 
and considering that death is the lot of man, and that it 
make take place at any moment, believing firmly as I 
do in the mystery of the Holy Trinity, the Father, Son 
and Holy Ghost, three distinct persons in one and only 
true God, and in all that our Holy Mother the Catholic 
Church, believes and acknowledges, I invoke as my 
mediator and advocate the Queen of the Angels the holy 
Mary to intercede with her blessed son for the remission 
of my sins, and a happy death whenever it arrives. I 
order my last will and testament in the following form: 
First, I recomment my soul to God our Lord who 
created it and who redeemed it with his precious blood 
suffering and death and my body to the earth of which 
it was formed and it being my last will that it be 
interred in the cemetary of this place where the bodies 
of Catholics are usually buried and that the mass be 
sung over the oody immediately if possible, and not on 
the following day with a vigil according to the custom of 
our Mother the Church as my wife shall direct. 


Item: It is my will that six masses be said for the 

good of my soul and that at the end of the year, or six 
months after my death another be said, 

Item: Whereas, I have some scruples of conscience 
respecting the fulfillment of what is required as penitance 
for the sins I have confessed, I will and order that six 
masses be said for the repose of my soul. 

Item: I declare myself to have been married for the 
first time to Miss Margaret Leflou, a native of the town 
of Mobile, by which marriage we had a son who died ten 
days after his birth and we never had any other children. 
Item: I declare further that I am at this time married 
for the second time to Miss Euphrosyna Bosage, legit- 
imate daughter of Mr. Joseph Bosage deceasec, the late 
Mrs. Louisa Budro, inhabitants of this place by which 
latter marriages we have had no issue. I declare that 
when I contracted marriege with my Last wife, Miss 
Euphrosyne we had no issue. I ecknowledged to have 
received as her dower six thousand dollars consisting 

of money, household furniture, houses and lots, slaves, 
cattle, land and other articles as appears from an 
instrument of writing I executed before the Commandancy 
of this place on the 21st day of Feb. 1806. 
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Item: I declare that I owe nothing but should my memory 
deceive me in this particular, and should it hereafter 
appear that I am in debt, it is my will that my lawful 
debts be paid by the person I shall hereafter appoint 

my heir. 

Item: It is my will that if I should appear ay obli- 
gation or by any other manner that there is any sum of 
money or valuable thing due me it shall be recovered 

and become a part of my heritage I leave. 

Item: It is my will that my executor pay the necessary 
legacies necessary according to custom and usage and 

for this purpose, I appropriate the sum of twenty hard 
reals (bits). , 

Item: I nominate and appoint as my only and Universal 
heir my before mentioned wife Euphrosyne Bbosage, in 
consideration of the great love and affection I bear her 
and on account of her good and exemplary conduct and 

it is my will that by virtue of this mmination and 
appountments she enjoy at her discretion without control 
and in any manner she shall think proper whole of my 
estate without any inventory being made thereof and 
without any interference of law for such is my will. 
Item: I order and declare that if the time of my death 
there should be any accounts current with any person, 

it is my will.that they should settled and liquidated 

by my wife and heir. 

Item: It is my wish that this my last will and testament 
only be valid and for this purpose I revoke and annul 
all others that I may have made previously to this and 
at either by word or writing and in order that due faith 
and endit may he given to this my last will and testament 
and that it may possess all due validity, I do subscribe 
and sign it in the town of Mobile this 24th day of April 
in the year one thousand eight hundred and seven. I 
being sixty years of age. 


I, Don Maximillian de St. Maxant, Colono' of the 
Royal Armies, and Military Commandant of this 
Post certify that I know the testator and that he apparent- 
ly is in full entoyment of his judgement memory and 
usual health and that he signed this will with me and in 
presence of ths following witnesses: Pon Francisco 
Ganeds, Don Eafael Hidalgo Diego Alvarez, Don Benjamin 
Dubroca, Cornelius MeCurtin, Juan Galiegos.
